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New parts were put in, and another 
test proved that all was tight. Then the work 
was pronounced perfect, and the job of cov- 
ering all of the pipes with hair felt was be- 
gun. ‘*I will be out of here on the 12:30 
train,” was the thought which Tramp enter- 
tained as he wound the felt with twine and 
wrapped it snugly to the pipe. Just then in 
walked the owner, who had come out to in- 
spect the job ; and thinking that it would do 
him no good to see the sag in the supply 
pipe to one of the radiators already men- 
tioned, a nail was driven into the floor joist 
just over the middle of the pipe. Then a 
wire was looped around both nail and pipe 
and a twister put in and revolved until the 
pipe had been raised up level. 

‘* That will stop the thumping which kept 
the owner awake last night,” was Tramp’s 
thought when making the twister fast by 
catching it behind the pipe. The owner 
looked the work allover and then let steam 
into the radiator supplied by the pipe which 
had just been straightened. There was not 
asound, except the “crackle ” of the iron as 
the hot steam caused its expansion. In a 
few minutes the radiator was hot and the 
owner, finding no leaks, turned off the steam 
and proceeded to the other heater. There 
was a sudden rush of steam, or rather of 
air, when he opened the air valve, then it 
stopped and not another hiss could be got- 
ten out of it. ‘* There’s something wrong 
with that radiator,” said the owner, as he 
came down cellar again, ‘‘I can’t get any 
steam throughit. Go up and look at it 
yourself.” Sure enough, no steam or air 
would come out of that radiator, although 
there was a pressure of 7 pounds in the 
boiler and the concern had worked all right 
not an hour before. 

Then Tramp put his lips to the air valve 
and sucked up a partial vacuum, thinking 
that it might help the steam along, but it 
was of nouse. The thing would not work. 
‘There’s a water trap somewhere,” said 
the owner, ‘‘ and we will have to hunt it up 
and fix it.” ‘* But that radiator worked all 
right half an hour ago.” ‘‘ No matter, find 
it and fix it.” The steam pipe to this radi- 
ator was put into a tee opposite the pipe to 
the other radiator, which was the one which 
had the sag in it. In raising that pipe up 
level, or straight with itself so that it pitched 
gradually upward away from the boiler, a 
corresponding descent was given to the op- 
posite end of the tee which supplied the 
other radiator, so that it pitched down and 
away from the boiler, instead of toward it. 
Here was the cause of the trouble ; water 
had collected in the low place thus created, 
and when steam was put on the water was 
backed up in the riser to a level which would 
ust maintain a balance against the steam | 
pressure carried. The radiator worked all 
ight when tested, because the pipe had not | 
een monkeyed with so as to form a water | 
trap therein. It was plain enough, that is, 
vhen a man looked at it, that two pipes 

ould not be connected into one tee, without 
0th being level, or one of them pitched | 
(Lownhill to allow the other one to have the 
required fall toward the boiler. 

To cure the trouble the low pipe was dis- 
connected at the tee and a nipple and an 
clbow were putin. Then the pipe was put 
ip again, and instead of running straight 
vith the other steam pipe, and then making 
at right angles to the riser, the pipe ran 
directly from the boiler until parallel with 
the riser, then directly thereto. Thus the 








piece of pipe which formerly ran into the 
riser elbow was put into the elbow which 
was nippled into the steam pipe above the 
This change allowed the pipes both 
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boiler. 

When steam has once been forced around 
through the pipes of a circulation of this 
kind the heated vapor should circulate even 
after the steam pressure has fallen to zero— 
provided the circulating pipes, the boiler 
and the radiators are all perfectly air tight. 
The reason for this is that the true zero is 
not at nothing on the steam gauge, but 
really is 14 or 15 pounds below that point, 
so that were the pressure of the atmosphere 
to be removed just as the steam gauge in- 
dex hand fell to zero there would still be 
14.7 pounds of steam pressure in the boiler, 
and steam of this pressure contains 212 de- 
grees of visible heat, which will circulate 
through the pipes as long as they are tight 
to prevent the admission of air. When the 
circulation has cooled down until the steam 
gauge hand points to zero the pressure will 
be equal both inside and outside of the 
boiler and pipes, but as the cooling con- 
tinues and the steam in the pipes condenses 
the pressure decreases still 
more and a partial vacuum 
is formed in the steam spaces. 
But the vapor must obey 
the same laws, no matter 
whether it 1s under pressure 
of one-half or several atmos- 
pheres, consequently heat- 
ing can be maintained “‘ with 
a vacuum” as well as with a 
pressure of steam. 

After the change had been 
made in the piping the steam 
circulated all right, but there 
was just a little snapping 
when first starting the radi- 
ators, and they did not seem 
to retain a circulation after 
the steam pressure had fallen 
below one-half pound per 
gauge. In looking for the 
cause of this trouble, it was 
noticed that the steam valves 
which were located on either side of the tee 
in the main steam pipe were set with their 
valve stems bolt upright. This in itself 
does not seem to be out of the way, but it 
must bg considered that the water of con- 
densation in the steam pipes cannot run 
back into the boiler until it rises over the 
seat in the valves, and in order to do this 
the pipe must become so full of water that 
it is sealed completely to the passage of 
steam of very low pressure. The Stilson 
wrench was put on those valves, and they 
were quickly yanked down so that the stems 
lay horizontal. This opened up a direct 
passage through the valve, and did away 
with the slight water seal so that the radi- 
ators kept hot long after the steam gauge 
hand had got back to zero. 

But another trouble developed. The 
valve stems lay horizontally and water 
leaked out around them, for it 1s one of the 
peculiar things concerning steam, that the 
water of condensation will leak out through 
places where steam cannot get. ‘That is, it 
is easier to hold steam than it is the water 
formed from it. ‘Tocure this last trouble 
the valve stems were turned upward again 
just enough to bring the stuffing pox above 
the water level in the pipe, and the trouble

Fibre Drainer. 


Wood 





An improvement in the construction 
of revolving drainer filters used in the 
treatment of wood fibre for the manufac- 
ture of paper is herewith illustrated—Fig. 1 
being a longitudinal section of the filter ; 
Fig. 2 a transverse section of the same on 
the line 1—2, Fig. 1; and Fig. 3 an enlarged 
sectional view of a detail of construction. 

Aisa closed cylindrical casing made of 
sheet metal or wood, having heads a a, and 
secured to the periphery of the casing are 
annular rails A’, adapted to travel on revolvy- 
ing wheels ¢c c, mounted on shafts C C’, the 
shaft C’ being driven in any suitable man- 
ner, in the present instance through the 
medium of the pulley P or by a link belt 
passing over a sprocket wheel c’, Belts or

Bis a water inlet pipe extending nearly 
the full length of the cylinder A, being open 
at its inner end and being suitably perfor- 
ated on one half of its circumference as 
shown, the perforations being made suffi- 
ciently large to admit the passage of water. 
On one half of the cylinder is a semi- 
cylindrical screen D, shown clearly in 
Fig. 3, made up in the present instance 
of a series of sections d secured together by 
T-beams @’ and intermediate strips @2 tend- 
ing to stiffen and support the screen section, 
the opposite ends of which are closed by 
semi-circular filling strips @* near the ends 
of the cylinder, and the opposite edges of 
the screen are secured to longitudinal filling 
strips, as shown in Fig. 2, in order to form 
a closed chamber between the screen and 
the casing. These screen sections are 
finely perforated for the purpose of separat- 
ing the fibre from the liquor, the liquor 
passing through the perforations into a

chamber ¢ (Fig. 2) between the screen and 
the casing, and from this chamber passing 
through openings / into the longitudinal 
receiving box E below the casing. 

The receiving box E is provided with 
suitable valves, g, g, by which the liquid 
may be drawn from the filter. Diametri- 
cally opposite the box E are one or more 
pressure valves, 4, to which may be coupled 
air or steam pressure pipe to force or accel- 
erate the filtration when necessary. 

The material to be treated is supplied to 
the cylinder through the inlet pipe G. 

H H are blades secured at the centre of 
the machine to straps, 7, passing around the 
pipe B and extending to the casing to which 
they are secured. These blades serve to 
hold the pipe B in position and also act as 
stirring or cutting blades to agitate the ma- 
terial under treatment. 

I I are radial lifting and mixing blades 
running longitudinally in the cylinder, and 
serve to make a uniform mixture of solu- 
tions and fibre after each drainage. 

The operation of the machine is as fol- 
lows: * The fibre to be treated is directed 
through the inlet opening G into the ma- 
chine, standing still with the collecting box 
E down and while the black liquor is drain- 
ing off. The wash water is then passed in 
through the perforated pipe B, distributing 
itself throughout the entiré length of the 
pipe and passing through the perforations 
therein. The cylinder 1s revolved through 
the medium of the driven shaft C’ and the 
blades H and I thoroughly agitating the 
material. After a sufficient length of time 
the machine is stopped with the screen por- 
tion lowermost and the drain water drains 
off from the fibre, passing through the 
screen into the box E and from there being 
drawn from the machine. Air or steam 
under pressure may be supplied through one 
of the pipes 4 to aid in the filtration, and 
after complete drainage fresh water can be 
turned into the cylinder, the cylinder is 
again revolved and the filtering process 
again repeated, until the fibre is in condi- 
tion to be further treated in a subsequent 
machine, or air may be admitted through the 
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pipe G, which, in such case, would be pro- 


vided with a stuffing box, fittings and valve, 
to accommodate two separate supply pipes. 


The blades H being secured at their inner 


ends to the pipe B by straps or rings, 7, tend 
to support the pipe B in the cylinder and 
keep it central therein. The fully washed

Digesting Process. 


This is a process for reducing vege-

from 50 to 120 pounds per 
square inch, as the character 
of the materials to be treated 
may require for its complete 
disintegration or the dissolv- 
ing of its soluble portions, may be employed. 
The digesting chamber of this vessel is filled 
with the material to be treated, and it also 
receives the cooking liquor to be employed 
as areducing agent in such a quantity as 
will be sufficient to saturate all the particles 
of the materials comprising the body of the 
charge and submerge only about the lower 
half portion of the same. This body of ma- 
terials is confined at its ends within the 
digesting chamber between two perforated 
plates, which admit the cooking liquor to 
freely pass into it from adjoining end liquor 
chambers, while the middle portion of the 
body of the charge is confined within an 
annular perforated wall or a zone of strain- 
ing material, which prevents the passage of 
the particles of the charge from the digest- 
ing chamber and admits the liquor to freely 
pass out laterally all around from the middle 
portion of this body of the material treated. 

The body of the material (composing the 
charge to be disintegrated), being confined 
within the digesting chamber under the 
conditions above described and with all of 
its particles saturated and about only its 
lower half portion submerged in the same, 
will have its cooking liquor heated and con- 
tinuously circulated through it in two sep- 
arate and distinct currents.

Manufacture of Paper Bags. 





It has been found necessary to pro- 
vide paper bags with openings in which to 
insert the strings or wires by which bundles 
of the bags are supported in position ready 
to be torn off for use. At first such open- 
ings were formed by punching bundles of 
the bags; but this proved to be relatively 
quite expensive, requiring more time than 
that needed for manufacturing the articles 
at the rate of ten or fifteen thousand per 
hour. 

Afterward punching devices were ar- 
ranged upon the paper bag making ma- 
chines in positions adjacent to thé bottom 
folding or the severing devices. This 
sometimes necessitated that one portion of 
the punch should be adjacent to the folded 
part of the strip and in many dis- 
advantages, among w were the diffi- 
culty of properly arranging the 
devices in the limited space w 
would decupy, and the many inci- 
dent to the fact that the of 
necessity were thrown onto the folding, 
pasting, and other devices, and not 
only interfered with operations, but 
also adhered to the paste on portions of the 
bags, the rapid movements of the operat- 
ing parts scattering the punched pieces and 
preventing their full collection in any suit- 
able receptacle. A further objection was 
the necessity of punching through two 
thicknesses of paper, increasing the wear 
upon the punch. 

A device has been invented to operate 
upon the strip of paper at a point distant 
from the forming or folding appliances be- 
fore the paper is folded to bring the edges 
together to form a tube and as immediately 
as possible after it passes from the reel. 
This permits the use of punching devices of 
any suitable character, affords ample room 
for their disposition and operation, reqiires 
only one thickness of paper to be punched, 
and the pieces that are punched out are at 
such a distance from the forming and fold- 
ing and severing appliances that they in no 
way impede the operation of the machine, 
and are not scattered and thrown upon the 
pasted portions of the strip or bag. Any 
suitable punching devices that will punch 
openings at uniform distances in the strip 
after it leaves the roll may be employed, it 
being necessary only to insure a perfect 
puncture and a separation of the punched 
pieces from the strip, and the regular dispo- 
sition of the openings, so that when the 
strip is subsequently severed the said open- 
ings shall be in juxtaposition to the severed 
edge, permitting the cord or wire to be 
readily passed through the same. 


Pulp Molding Apparatus. 





One of the principal difficulties arising 
in the molding of pails and similar articles, 
is to secure a uniform distribution of the 
paper pulp from which the article is molded 
within the mold, so that the pulp will be 
deposited with substantially equal density 
throughout the side walls as well as the 
bottom of the molded article.

The walls of the mold are provided with 
suitable apertures or perforations to allow 
the escape of water from the pulp in the 
process of molding the article, provision 
eing made specially for the escape of water 
it the lower part of the mold in order that 
the separation of the water from the pulp 
may be aided by gravity as far as possible. 

The mold is arranged with the smaller 
ends of the conical inner and outer parts up- 
vard and the pulp is delivered at the top of 
the mold beneath the plunger, and when 
the mold is thus arranged ample spaces or 
perforations for the escape of water at the 
lower part of the mold will be provided in 
the inner and outer parallel walls between 
which the annular plunger acts, the effect 
of the presence of such openings or apertures 
at this point being to facilitate the flowing 
of the pulp downwardly through the conical 
part of the mold, thereby insuring an ample 
supply of fibre in the space afforded by the 
inner and outer walls below the mold proper 
and above the annular plunger referred to. 

In the operation of the mold a measured 
quantity of pulp sufficient to form the arti- 
cle is introduced into the top of the mold 
and the plunger at the top of the mold is 
then forced downward against the top of 
the inner conical form while the annular 
plunger at the bottom of the mold is lifted 
through the annular space in which it works 
until it reaches the lower margins of the in- 
ner and outer conical parts which form the 
mold proper. The pulp is thus squeezed or 
compressed by both plungers, the upper 
plunger compressing the pulp and squeezing 
the water therefrom at the upper part of the 
mold in a manner to form the bottom of the 
vessel and to force or compress a part of the 
pulp toward the conical part of the mold, 
while the lower annular plunger forces or 
compresses the pulp endwise into the lower 
conical part of the mold, thereby insuring 


other words, giving the molded article equal 
density or solidity of texture throughout. 

After the article is molded it is removed 
from the mold and if necessary subjected to 
pressure by the use of a separate pressing 
device, which gives final form to the article. 
This may be made in any one of the several 
forms heretofore used for this purpose, and 
forms no part of the present invention. It 
is preferred in practice, however, fo employ 
in the device used for the final pressing the 
same inner form as is employed in the 
molding machine, so that the molded article 
need not be removed from such inner form 
in transferring it from the molding machine 
to the pressing apparatus. For this purpose 
the apparatus is preferably provided with 
an inner form of sufficient strength to with- 
stand the action of the pressing device, and 
is made removable from the mold in such 
manner that it may easily be transferred to 
the pressing apparatus. 

To permit the removal of the inner form, 
the latter is made separable from the inner 
ring or annulus which forms the downward 
extension thereof and the inner wall of the 
auxiliary pulp holding space, and the outer 
conical inclosure or jacket is separate from 
the outer annulus or ring which forms the 
outer wall of the auxiliary annular space 
or chamber, while the conical inclosure or 
jacket and the parts above it are removable 
upwardly to a point considerably above the 
top of the inner form. When the mold is 
thus constructed, after the molding of the 
article has been completed, the mold is 
opened by lifting the outer conical part or 
jacket together with the cylindric extension 
attached thereto and the plunger in the lat- 
ter, until the inclosure or jacket is above and 
free from the molded article which then 
rests upon the inner form, and the inner 
form is then removed to the pressing ma- 
chine, another inner form being substituted 
for the one removed, in case it is desired to 
proceed with the molding of another article 
before the one already molded is pressed 
and removed from the form on which it was 
molded.

The recent visit of paper manufac- 
turers to Washington, D. C., to interview 
the Treasury Department and the supervis- 
ing surgeon general on the subject of quar- 
antine regulation on rags seems to have 
hastened Government action. 

Circular notices heretofore issued by the 
department concerning the importation of 
rags have been so interpreted as to leave a 
doubt in the minds of importers as to just 
what could be passed. 

So long as that doubt existed Boston im- 
porters continued to bring in rags, trusting 
that they might get the benefit of the doubt. 
And they generally got it. 

The committee in its interview with Sec- 
retary of the ‘Treasury Foster asked to 
have the Treasury Department define its 
rulings so that all doubts might be removed, 
to the end that importers of rags and the 
users of rags would know for a certainty 
what to expect. 

The doubt is now removed, as is shown 
by a Government circular received at this 
port on Tuesday morning. 

The order, which absolutely prohibits, 
under provisions of department circular No. 
Paris, 
Rouen, Havre, Marseilles, Cherbourg, Dun- 


143, importation of rags, includes 


kirk and Lorient in France, all ports and 
places in Russia, Netherlands, Belgium, 
Austria-Hungary (except Trieste) and Ham- 
burg and Altona in Germany. 

All other places where cholera may be 
known to be prevailing, or may hereafter 
prevail, will be included in the list of places 
from which rags are prohibited. 

This interpretation must not be considered 
as modifying any of the department provi- 
sions of the circular still in force. 

Rags collected in England and Scotland 
will be admitted for the present. 

Such is the condition which now con- 
fronts the paper stock market, and, as might 


be expected, Boston importers feel very’‘| 
much discouraged. 

They have withdrawn all offers and what 
few rags are in hand will command higher 
prices. 

Sulphite fibre has been advanced and all 
kinds of pulps will no doubt rule higher.

Holyoke Notes. 


FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 


HOLYOKE, Mass., December 29, 1892. 

These beautiful winter days are a 
fitting close to the old year and they find 
trade in this section fully as good as could 
be expected. There is a steady movement 
of paper which covers nearly all of the 
grades made by the local mills, and a ma- 
jority of the manufacturers have enough 
orders on hand to provide for the product 
Fine writings and 
standard makes of book papers are perhaps 
in better demand than some of the other 
grades, but the feeling is good in most lines. 
There has been no change in prices to 
chronicle; neither is there anything of 
special importance as regards the mills. 

The order recently issued by the Treasury 
Department at Washington prohibiting the 
importation of rags from certain foreign 
ports is of considerable interest to local 
manufacturers inasmuch as it will curtail 
the supply of raw material, advance the 
price of rags, and as a result the price of 
paper will be still farther advanced. 

A careful investigation of the matter re- 
veals the fact that the mills here are just 
now very well supplied with rags of various 
qualities, some having enough to last three 
months, while others could stand the pres- 
sure for six months or more without replen- 
ishing the store houses. When the present 
supply gives out the manufacturers will be 
obliged to pay more for new rags, and this 
will mean an advance in the price of paper.

| Some believe that prices will be raised very 


soon to meet the increased values in rags. 
The result will be that domestic rags will 
be gathered more closely and it is probable 
that the home production will also increase 
in value. The domestic rags will not com- 
pare favorably with those imported from 
some foreign countries, but the supply can be 
got at more readily and will go quite a way 
toward bridging over the difficulty. It is 
hinted in some quarters that some manu- 
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facturers who have bought largely within a 
short time are inclined to look compla- 
cently on the restriction order, as they can 
see considerable profit in it for themselves. 
The mills in this city probably use a larger 
proportion of foreign rags than those of any 
other section, and this of course adds to the 
feeling of insecurity. 

The second annual banquet of the paper 
trade salesmen at Hotel Hamilton to-morrow 
evening promises to be a most enjoyable 
event. Covers will probably be laid for 150 
persons, and many gentlemen outside of the 
city who are identified with the trade will 
be there. It is not fully decided yet who 
the speakers will be, as many regrets have 
already been sent in. 

The rival railroad hosts have met since 
my last letter was written and the Boston 
and Maine Railroad Company is master of 
the situation. The stockholders of the Con- 
necticut River Railroad Company and the 
directors of the Consolidated road held a 
stormy meeting at Springfield and it was 
voted not to ratify the lease to the latter 
road. The vote stood 9,308 shares for ratifi- 
cation to 14,027 against. The Boston and 
Maine people now own 15,000 of the 25,000 
shares, which gives them thc control by a 
fair margin. There will be no important 
changes in the management or policy of the 
road before September, when the term of 
the present board of directors of the River 
road expires. 

The lowering of the water in the river is 
still a serious question with the manufac- 
turers, and the need of rain is keenly felt. 
The Holyoke Water Power Company still 
maintain the restrictive policy and will con- 
tinue toas long as there is a necessity for 
it. The water fell 4 feet in one day last 
week, and the supply is less than it was on 
any occasion during the summer. The 
cause of the trouble is the intensely cold 
weather which has prevailed lately and the 
freezing up of the river for a long distance 
above the city. The water in the river is 
much lower than is usual at this season of 
the year. 

The coming of the new year will bring 
about a change in the management of one 
of our youngest manufacturing concerns. 
Homer J. Stratton has resigned his position 
with the Hampshire Paper Company and 
has secured an interest from James H. New- 
ton in the Norman Paper Company, one of 
the most prominent manufacturers of fine 
writing papers in the city. Mr. Stratton 
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will fill the position of agent of the com- 
pany. An interesting fact in connection 
with this change is that Mr. Stratton began 
at the bottom of the ladder under Mr. New- 
ton ten years ago, and by earnest and faith- 
ful endeavor has held important positions 
with two other manufacturers, and now re- 
turns to Mr. Newton to assume a higher and 
more important place. Homer’s many friends 
wish him a full measure of success. 

It is now understood that when the pres- 
ent officials of the Valley Paper Company 
identify themselves with the new Linden 
Paper Company early next month Post- 
master Prescott will become treasurer of 
the Valley Company. Meanwhile Mr. Pres- 
cott says nothing, but is supposed to keep 
up ‘‘a big thinking.” 

When the annual meeting of the L. L. 
Brown Paper Company, of Adams, is held 
next month it is understood that an effort 
will be made to bring about a discharge 
from insolvency. The company has weath- 
ered its financial difficulties and bids fair to 
regain its former prestige under the man- 
agement of its new president, C. Jenks, 
of this city. 

A. F. Scofield, fora number of years asso- 
ciated with the Judd Paper Company, left 
the city last week to take charge of the 
company’s office in Chicago on the first of 
the year. 

A. H. Morton, who has had charge of the 
Fairfield Paper Company’s manufacturing 
department for a number of months, will 
return to the city to hold a similar position 
with the Valley Paper Company. Mr. 
Morton was formerly superintendent of the 
Crocker Manufacturing Company’s mill. 

Treasurer Esleeck, of the Beebe & Hol- 
brook Paper Company, has returned from 
the Bermudas after a very pleasant outing 
of a few weeks. 

The George C. Gill Paper Company at its 
recent meeting elected these officers: Pres- 
ident, Moses Newton ; vice-president, James 
Kirkham ; treasurer, George C. Gill ; direc- 
tors, George C. Gill, Moses Newton, James 
Kirkham, H. S. Hyde, L. J. Powers, R. W.

The paper and pulp interests of this | 
city are unusually busy with the many im- 
provements now in progress. Most busy 
of all is the Niagara Falls Paper Company, 
whose immense plant is receiving its ma- 
chinery quite rapidly. Three Corliss en- 
gines of 290 combined horse power are all 
up. These engines will drive the three pa- 
per machines. Two Horne & Son beating 
engines and four Decker wet machines are 
also in and ready to start up. 

The work on the tunnel to connect the 
wheel pits with the monster tunnel of the 
Cataract Construction Company is progress- 
ing rapidly, 200 feet already having been 
driven, and the other 400 feet, it is expected, 
will be finished within thirty days. The 
wheel pits are sunk to the required depth 
of 160 feet, and the masonry is being laid 
for the shaft and immense inverted turbine

delphia, are building. 
these wheels will soon begin under the su- 
pervision of the Philadelphia firm’s hydraulic 
engineer, Prof. E. Geyelin.

The 
offices of the bank will be in the new Gluck 
Building. 

The Lowville (N. Y.) Iron Works Com- 
pany has decided to remove its plant to 
this city and locate here permanently. This 
company manufactures pulp machinery 
quite extensively. J. T. Horton, of the 
company, has been in the city several times 
of late. Last week he decided on a site, 
which is in the eastern part of the city, 
alongside of the Erie Railroad tracks. Bids 
on the construction of the buildings, which 
will be of frame, have been called for, and 
the structures will soon be in procés of 
construction. Mr. Horton announces that 
his company will add paper mill machinery 
to its output.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 29, 1892. 
For the last time in these columns I 
write the figures ‘‘ 1892,” for my next letter 
will be written in 1893.

goods out in any possible shape.

The visit of the manufacturers to Wash- 
ington, if it had any result, seems to have 
hastened more stringent regulations, since 
the Government orders just promulgated 
are stricter than ever. Yet, in spite of fewer 
and dearer rags, the price of paper shows 
no signs of advancing; the stocks in the 
hands of commission houses appear to be 
inexhaustible.

Breach of Contract as to Patents.—Where 
the right to manufacture and sell a certain 
patented improvement is dependent upon 
the performance of a condition of an agree- 
ment of transfer, the question of the breach 
of the condition must be first settled before 
the federal courts can have jurisdiction of 
an action to recover damages for the unau- 
thorized manufacture and sale of the arti- 
cles.— Routh v. Boyd, U. S. Circuit Court,

Right to Keep Money Advanced on Sales. 
—A stipulation that money paid under a 
contract may be retained as a penalty in 
case of its breach is valid. The law re- 
quires that what the parties themselves pre- 
scribe as a forfeiture shall be so treated. 
And in the absence of any agreement by 
which provision is made for a seller retain- 
ing money advanced in the event of the 
purchaser not completing his contract by

In a recent copy of the Mew York 
Medical Journal Dr. S. T. Armstrong, 
chairman of the Section of Public Health, 
New York Academy of Medicine, takes up 
this answer, and says : 


‘‘This was virtually no answer, for 
Mr. Smith is not a physician, and would be 
probably unaware of the methods to be em- 
ployed to secure these facts if they existed, 
and under any circumstance the burden of 
proof rested upon those making the asser- 
tion that imported rags would convey chol- 
era. Dr. Hamilton’s letters, published in the 
Journal for November 19 and December 
10, have similarly avoided the case at issue 
and convincingly demonstrated his unfamil- 
iarity with the question. He quotes a prop- 
osition made by the late Dr. Woodworth 


that it never has and never will be de- 
monstrated, and in fact was made at a 
time that the cause of cholera was un- 


known. And as regards his definition of 
rags, I can but condemn his evasion, for the 
fourth and not the fifth definition of rag (a 
torn, worn, or formless fragment or shred of 
cloth; a comparatively worthless piece of 
any textile fabric detached from its connec- 
tion by violence or abrasion) expresses the 
sense in which it is used by Mr. Smith. I 
maintain that Dr. Hamilton spoke without 
knowledge when he replied to Mr. Smith as 
he did, and I insist that he cannot give an 
instance in which cholera in this country 
was due to imported rags.” 


In other words, Dr. Armstrong seems 
to be strongly of the opinion that Dr. Ham- 
ilton was talking about something as to 
which he knew nothing, or, as a youngster 
from ‘‘ De Ate” Ward would say, ‘‘ He was 
talking throo his hat.” 


The Police Board of Jersey City, sit- 
ting in the capacity of a health board, on 
Wednesday last received the following re- 
port from the city health inspector: ‘I 
have received information that 3,000 or 
more bales of rags, collected in Germany, 
France, Holland and Belgium, have been 


shipped to this country by the Wilson 
line of steamers and the Turner's line to 
Boston and’ Newport. The transfer has 


been made in a suspicious manner, so as to 
avoid drawing attention of the American 
Government to the dangerous cargo. I 
would suggest that this board take some 
action to protect Jersey City.”

Referring to Department Circular No. 143, dated 
August 19, 1892, and tothe portion thereof which pro- 
hibits the entry of rags gathered in or shipped from 
any port or place where cholera is known to prevail 
in epidemic form, I have to state that while infor- 
mation has been transmitted to you weekly through 
| the abstract of sanitary reports as to infected locali- 
| ties, the inclosed list of foreign countries, ports and 
| places has by request been compiled by the Super- 
vising Surgeon General of the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice for your information and guidance. Nothing 
| in this letter will be interpreted as modifying the

The space provided for the use of the 
principal or central station of the New York 
Post Office is inadequate. The pressure on 
the post office clerks has become as much 
as the latter and more than 
they should be endure. 
There is no room to put on a larger force. 

Telegraphic advices from Washington to 
the daily papers announce that the situation 
is fully understood there, but that the 
needed relief must be provided by legisla-

The Herald correspondent, under date of 
December 29, says 

‘‘ Something must be done to relieve the 
pressure in the New York post office. 

‘* Within a few days definite information 
will be given out by the Post Office Depart- 
ment as to the shape of the expedient 
decided upon. Several plans are being con- 
sidered, but the decisive step has not been 
taken. It is entirely likely that a building | 
in the near neighborhood of the present 
post office will be rented. The ‘city divi- 
sion,’ that department of the post office in 
which incoming mail for local distribution 
is handled, will probably be transferred to 
this building. The result will be a greater 
area for the ‘ mailing division,’ which is 
said to be frightfully hampered. 

‘‘ They are killing those mailing clerks by 
inches,’ said Postmaster General Wana- 
maker to-night. ‘The mailing force con- 
sists of 500 men. They are cramped on the 
first floor and under the pavements sur-, 
rounding the triangle formed by the Post 
Office building. The best results cannot be 
obtained under such a condition of affairs, 
aside from the manifest unfitness of such a} 
working place. 

‘*We can do nothing in the way of enlarg- 
ing the present Post Office,’ continued Mr. 
Wanamaker. ‘Every inch of Government 
ground is being utilized, or will be, as soon 
as the space under the Mail street pavement 
is fitted up. I have done everything I can 
to call attention to New York’s crying needs. 
The erection of post office buildings is a | 
matter of appropriation by Congress, and 
cannot, as everybody knows, be controlled 
by the Post Office Department. I have 
given this matter a great deal of my per- 
sonal attention and in a few days will be 
able to announce something that should 
furnish some relief.’ 

“ A. B. Maze, superintendent of the mail- | 
ing division in New York, was in consulta- | 
tion with Postmaster General Wanamaker 
and J. Lowrie Bell, chief of the railway mail 
service. Mr. Maze was called here for the 
purpose of informing the department as to 
the ground for the published statement that 
there had been a blockade ih the New York 
Post Office during the holiday rush. 

** Mr. Maze emphatically denied that there 
had been a blockade. In the mailing divi- 
sion,where the blockade was alleged to have 
occurred, the three crews worked overtime. 
On Monday night at 12 o'clock every piece 
of mail was off, Mr. Maze testified. On 
Tuesday there was 1n the office only that 
mail that had come in on Monday. The 
holiday mail this year exceeded that of last 
year by more than 7,000,000 pieces, yet it 
was all worked off satisfactorily and on time 
—in Mr. Maze's estimation.

OXYGEN, 


I merely quote the estimate given by | 


Mr. Swinburne, which shows that allowing 2 
volts as the pressure required, the cost of 
oxygen formed from an alkaline solution by 
electrolysis with iron electrodes, comes out 
at 5s. 7d. per 1,000 cubic feet, and that as 
the output in oxygen must be small we must 
takea much higher figure than one farthing 
per kilowatt hour, double the price and say 
lis.

No doubt, electrolytic chlorine and soda 
are cheap, but the cost of electric energy 
and salt is more than Mr. Swinburne rep- 
resents it to be, and if the item of lime is 
| 23s. salt must be more than 22s. 

I will not cruelly insist on some hereti- 
cal ideas professed by the inventor of the 
‘‘ hedgehog,” but I would like to see how 
he would successfully demonstrate that in 
the production of electrolytic soda and 
bleach ‘‘the difficulty, as he believes it, 
and the only difficulty, lies in the anodes.” 

No doubt the destructibility of anodes 
is a great obstacle to the progress of com- 
mercial electrolysis ; but the evil is not so 
terrible as Mr. Swinburne says, and he 
| paints the devil blacker than he really is or is 
supposed to be. Another time I will treat 
of the réle of the anodes, and especially of 
carbon anodes, in the electrolysis of chlo- 
rides ; but in doing so I will base my argu- 
ments on facts. Mr. Swinburne quotes 
Bartoli and Papasogli, who, in 1882, pointed 
out that carbon was attacked when used 
| in any solution which evolves oxygen. 
** Without knowing of their work,” says he, 
‘I found the same by a series of experi- 
| ments carried out in 1883.” 





If my memory is good, these experiments 
were made in connection with a carbon 
anode for a secondary battery constructed 
by Mr. Swinburne, and I take this oppor- 
| tunity to say that Bartoli and Papasogli 
had not the good fortune of having their 
admirable work on ** Electrolysis by Means 
of Carbon” translated into different lan- 
guages.as;Mle ‘ Problems of Commercial 
Electrolys * have been! ~The fact is that, 
excepting a short extract on the formation 
of mellitic acid, I am not aware that thei: 
| lectures and essays were even translated 

into English. Thus may all electricians 
| know that, under the action of sodic hypo- 
chlorite, all natural or artificial forms of 
carbon are completely destroyed with 
formation of bioxide of carbon, oxalic acid 
and mellitic acid (C,, Hs O.), and that un- 
der the influence of the electric current in 
| an electrolyte of pure water or acidulated 

water carbon is oxidized and produces 

direct either mellitic acid or mellogen. 

But very few know how and why a carbon 

anode can resist the action of oxygen or 
chlorine and last for a long time in a 
chloride solution. I will not fail to publish 
at the earliest opportunity the full account 
of the experiments made by the two Italian 
| scientists, and it will be accompanied with 
figures and details on the durability of 
anodes. , 
Mr. Swinburne, therefore, is not quite 
right when he says: ‘‘ Though carbon does 
not seem to combine with chlorine during 
| electrolysis, I find that it is always attacked, 
| even in a solution of salt. I have tried 
every kind of carbon! can think of, and 
the result has always been that the anode 
was corroded.”
